_Divergent

GINCE the United States found itself 
) confronted witli a major problem in

One of the most significant state- 3 
ments in this debate—and most helpful 
from Canada’s. point=of view-has just 
been made by Mr. Fitzgerald, deputy 
director for the International Co-opera- 
tion Administration and long respected 
as. a leading economist in Washington. 

Mr. Fitzgerald pointed to the" eco- 
nomic development iin western Europe, 
Canada, Japan, New Zealand and Aus- _ 
tralia, the more developed countries of 
the free world. While there is great 
variation between the 18 or 20 coun- 
tries in this group, their per capita 
economic growth has averaged about 
3% per cent per year in the last decade, 


Basic Attitudes 
During the last decade United States 


exports to this group of countries have 


increased {rom $6.7 billion to 9.5 billion, 
or 42 per cent, while. total exports dur- 
ing the same period have increased 36.5 
per cent. The economic interest of the 
United States in the maintenance of 
adequate rates of growth in these parts 
of the world is obvious. 


Some’ Americans have become pre- 
occupied with the increased competition 
resulting from the economic growth of 
western Europe and Japan. “I paefer 
to note simultaneously the expanded 
market for American production,” said , 
Mr. Fitzgerald. ; 

Mr. Fitzgerald then turned to the 
question of foreign economic aid—con- 
stant expenditures in this field have . 
aggravated the balance of payments ‘. 
problem.__It is quite clear from his 
discussion that the United States wilt 
unless other countries of the free world 
accept a larger share of the 
burden. : 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that ic 
assistance from the major free ‘world 
industrialized countries in six years, 
1954 to 1959, totalled about $18 billion

the United States, the rest of the indus- 
trialized free world, and Russia would 
have absolute per. capita GNP increases 
of $3,918, $2,607, and $4,912, respectively. 

Even if the growth rates in these 
three areas. of the world were to be 
only half those of the last decade, in- 
creases would still be such as.to create 
what would be an intolerable disparity. 

Mr. Fitzgerald added: “It seems to 
be clear, therefore, that the more~de- 
veloped countries in the world must 
provide more resources to Jess devel- 
oped areas than has been the case dur- 
ing the last decade. While I believe 
that all of the industrial countries need 
to do more, than they are now doing 
a smaller increase by- the United States 
and a larger percentage increase by 
other countries would seem to “be 
warranted, 

“No doubt of course the lesser devel- 
oped countries should do‘a great deal 
more, and must do considerably more, 
to help themselves than many of them 
are now doing. We should expett the 
maximum effort on their part but let 
us not expect the impossible.”
